(AP).—Stricken Coventry put on a 
brave, impromptu show today for 
King Georj;e. He motored up to 
this devastated industrial city to in- 
spect the results of the most con+ 
centrated bombing Britain thus far 
has undergone. 

Cheers greeted him and officials 
brought out the town hall's best 
silver and crystal for a luncheon. 
The King brought words of sympa- 
thy, cheer and assurance of support 
for the town. 

By official estimate, 200 persons 
were killed and 800 injured between 
Thursday sunset and Friday dawn 
by 500 Nazi planes. 

But the populace made a show 
of spirit when tie King’s car, quite 
by surprise, “threaded its way 
through the littered streets and 
pulled up before town hall. 

The cry went up: “The King! The 
King!” 

Then a cheer: “Hip, hip, hooray!” 

The King smiled. Saluting, he 
made his way through the throng 
as a red-faced policeman yelled: 

“Are we down-hearted?” 

“No!” the crowd roared. 

“Will we knock Hitler’s block 
off?”

The King confeyed. with local 
and national officials organizing 
emergency rélief and then toured 
the devastated area. He stood on a 
heap of smoking rubbic where Cov- 
entry Cathedral had stood and 
spoke gravely to the provost, the 
Very Rev. R. T. Howard, who told 
him of the futile attempt to save 
the fourteenth century structure 
from showers of explosive and in- 
cendiary bombs.

ATHENS, Greece, Nov. 17 (Sun- 
day)—Italian troops fleeing in Al- 
bania from the advance of the 
Greeks have set on fire their base 
town of Koritza, the Greek high 
command reported today. 

The high command’s announce- 
ment was issued shortly after a 
Government spokesman _ reported 
the recapture of Konitza, Greek 
town in the @ntral Pindus Moun- 
tain region, to which the Italians 
penetrated in a sweep toward 
Metsovon. 

The Italians have set fire to 
other villages in their retreat, the 
high command said, but did not 
identify the towns. 

Fighting on Whole Front. 


A series of battles was fought, 
the high command said, “all over 
the entire front and Epirus and, par- 
ticularly, in the mountainous re- 
gions east of Koritza” throughout 
the day. 

“Many prisoners were taken by 
us and guns, howitzers and ma- 
terial of all descriptions were cap- 
tured,” the communique added. 
The Ministry of Home Security 
charged that Italian planes ma- 
chine-gunned peasants at‘ work and 
grazing flocks on the island of 
Corfu but no damage or casualties 
were reported. 

The high command also reported 
that Italian planes “again bombed 
towns and villages not representing 
military importance but no casual- 
ties were reported.” 

The recapture of Konitza meant 
the reoccupation of one of the last 
salients stil held by the Italians in 
Greek territory. 

There were also reports that 
Greek troops had taken the village 
of Morava, about three miles from 
Koritza in Albania. Koritza is in 
the northern sector of the battle 
front while Konitza is in the cen- 
tral Pindus region. 


General Greek Offensive. 


It was part of a general offen- 
sive declared to be driving the 
Italians back on the entire front 
from_the Yugoslav frontier to the 
Ionian Sea. 
Along the coast, the Greek navy 
was reported shelling the retreat- 
ing Fascists. 
The Government spokesman said 
that in addition to the success at 
Konitza there were reports, not of- 
ficially confirmed, that 750 Ital- 
ian prisoners had ber- taken and 
four big guns seized. 
The whole lofty 100-mile-long bat- 
tlefront erupted violently. Every 
weapon in the Greek armory—bay- 
oneted rifles, machine guns, artil- 
lery, bombing planes—was thrown 
into the struggle in the hope that 
the war was approaching a decision. 
The official Greek radio an- 
nounced: 
“The enemy hag been dislodged 
from all positions. The organized 
defense can hardly withstand the 
Greek attacks for more than a few 
hours!” 
The activity of the Greek navy, 
reported by the newspaper Zima, 
was not discussed in detail, but it 
was said that all Italian positions 
were “increasingly menaced” and 
that Italian communications gener- 
ally were in imminent peril of being 
completely disrupted. 
Greek sources asserted that the 
entire Italian army in Albania was 
in danger of being cut into three 
parts and thus encircled segment 
by segment. 
The heaviest of the day’s action 
was in the northern sector, where 
there was violent artillery duelling 
and air fighting. 3 
Fascist Reinforcements. 
The Italiang were reported to 
have rushed reinforcements to that 
region—before they could establish 
satisfactory communication with 
supply bases, the Greeks said—but 
to have failed nevertheless to halt 
the slow encirclement of Koritza, 
Albania, by Greek forces complet- 
ing the operation from the north- 
east.

Vivid Flashes Light Up Sky for’ Miles—At- 
tack Follows All-Night Raid 
on Hamburg.

LONDON, Nov. 16 (AP).—Brav- 
ing a lashing channel gale, R. A. F. 
bomber squadrons battered at Nazi 
long-range gun positions and in- 
vasion ports on the French coast 
tonight. 

Watchers on the English cliffs 
could see vivid flashes light up the 
sky for miles along the gpposite 
shore and hear heavy explosions 
above the shriek of the gale, 

Last night—just 24 hours after a 
huge flight of Nazi bombers had 
hammered Coventry into a heap of 
smoking ruins—R. A. F. bomber 
squadrons crossed the North Sea 
to repay the visit in kind, and 
blasted Hamburg from dusk until 
dawn, the Air Ministry said today. 
The Ministry news service de- 
scribed the bombing of Germany’s 
second largest city as one of the 
longest and heaviest raids of the 
R. A. F. Instead of centering the 
attack on dock areas as previously, 
the R. A. F. struck inland at rail- 
way terminals, an oil refinery and 
public utilities plante. 

Listing R. A. F. objectives in 
Hamburg, the news service said: 
“The Riverside Railway sorting 
yards, and the Billwarder and Moor- 
fleth districts were bombed repeat- 
edly for nearly two hours, 

“A second wave of the attack 


rained bombs on the Rhenania Os- 
sag Mineral Oil Refinery at Gras- 
broock for the next 50 minutes. An- 
other force concentrated on the 
Blohm and Voss shipyards,, where 
vessels were under construction.” 

As the R. A. F. attacked Ham- 
burg, planes of the fleet air arm 
and coastal command were said to 
have ranged from Norway to occu- 
pied France, striking at enemy air- 
dromes; the naval base at Kiel, and 
the ports of Ostend and Calais. 

The Air Ministry said great fires 
were left burning in Stavanger, 
Norway, and that there were “sub- 
stantial results” in assaults on 
French airdromes. 


R. A. F. Bombs Italian Positions 
Near Koritza, Albania. 


LONDON, Nov. 16 (AP).—A 
Royal Air Force communique to- 
day said: , 

“R. A. F. bombers again attacked 
enemy positions northeast of Ko- 
ritza yesterday. Bombs fell in the 
target area, starting several fires. 
Full details of the damage caused 
to personnel could not be observed. 
Our aircraft were attacked by a 
number of enemy fighters, result- 
ing in the loss of one of our ma- 
chines and serious damage to one 
enemy fighter.” 


Vichy sent to Afrrca to hold the 
empire fast against the De Gaul- 
lists, all will not be smooth for 
the Axis or its plans.

Guarantee Sought. 
This is a matter of concern to 
the City Law Department, which 
in connection with the reorganiza- 


tion attempted to get a guarantee 
that sufficient funds would be 
available to buy new street cars 
and busses to rehabilitate the trans- 
portation system, then in a run- 
down condition. 

The city contended the sums pro- 
vided by the betterment and retire- 

ment fund were inadequate, and 
the Reorganization Committee, in 
a statement accompanying the re- 
organization plan said that “taking 
into account the cash on hand and 
the requirements of the plan, the 
sum of approximately $5,000,000 
should be available within the next 
three-year period” for purchase of 
new busses and cars, and track re- 
construction. 

The Reorganization- Committee 
submitted an exhibit to the City 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment showing that the funds to be 
available for capital improvements 
would be $2,000,000 for 1939, $1,150,- 
000 for 1940, $1,200,000 for 1941, and 
$1,250,000 for 1942. 

This was accompanied by an ex- 
hibit showing that the trustee of

The St. Louis Art Museum is get- 
ting ready for exhibition the large 
collection of Chinese pottery, porce- 
lain, bronzes and stoneware which 
was willec to it by the late Samuel 
C. ‘Davis, St. Louis capitalist and 
former member of the museum’s 
board of control, 

Consisting of 202 pieces of pot- 
tery and porcelain and 23 items of 
bronze, stoneware, lacquer and 
other materials, the bequest was 
described by* Director Perry Rath- 
bone as the most important gift 
the museum has _ received since 


"|James F. Ballard donated his $250,- 


000 collection of Oriental rugs in 
1929. 

The Davis collection, which took 
40 years to assemble, was character- 
ized byeFrank Caro, an executive of 
the C. T. Loo Gallery in New York, 
as the largest private collection of 
Chinese porcelain in the United 
States. Davis bequeathed the mu- 
seum all of the collection except 
certain pieces of “Ming yellow,” 
which he willed to the Fogg Art 
Museum at Harvafd University, and 
some items which his daughter will 
receive. 


Many Pieces Irreplacable. 

Caro and museum officials were 
unwilling to place any monetary 
value on the collection, but Caro 
pointed out that it would be im- 
possible to replace any number of 
the pieces. 

The collection will be installed in 
newly built cases in two rooms in 
the northwest corner of the mu- 
seum, which will be designated as 
the Davis Rooms. It will be on 
public view for the first time Fri- 
day night, when the museum will 
be open from 8:30 until 10:30 
o'clock. 

Davis was a member of the mu- 
seum board from 1927 until his 
death last June. The greater por- 
tion of his ceramics had been 
housed at his home, 13 Westmore- 
land place. 

Yesterday the collection reposed 
in a storeroom at the museum, 
where it was being sorted and la- 
beled. There was a guidebook of 
Chinese chronology lying on a ta- 
ble and on the book's fly leaf was 
a quotation from Confucius: “Ev- 
erything has its beauty, but not 
everyone can see it.” 

Not everyone can see the beauty 


of Chinese ceramics at first glance 
and it takes a good look at its fine 
colors, ‘a feel of its velvety glaze, 
and an understanding of the great 
craftsmanship that went into its 
making to become a real connois- 
seur, 
Goes Back to 200 A. D. 

The highlights of the Davis col- 
lection are probably its examples 
from the Ming dynasty, which cov- 
ers the period from 1368 to 1644, 
although there are outstanding 
items from as early as 200 A. D. 
down to the work of the early nine- 
teenth century. 

Of Ming ware there are five poly- 
chromed vases in red, blue and 
green against a white background 
which were once owned by the 
actress Lily Langtry. There are 
about a dozen bowls, vase stands, 
and various small receptacles in 
the rich green coloring for which 
the Ming dynasty was famous. 
Equally rare are some Ming bowls 
in blue and white and two Ming 
yellow saucers. 

Earlier Porcelain Pieces. 

Of earlier porcelain there is an 
extensive amount from the Sung 
Dynasty in the gray-green glaze 
which is known as celadon. The 
Sung Dynasty covers the years 
from 960 to 1367. During this pe- 
riod there was developed a style 
of pottery which is now known as 
Tzu Chou and which has been pro- 
duced more or less steadily ever 
since. There is an excellent Tzu 
Chou vase, about 30 inches high 
and of handsome proportions. 

During the Tang Dynasty, which 
covers the seventh to ninth cen- 
turies, much of the best porcelain 
was extremely light. There are 
several Tang bowls, white and of 
a feathery weight. 

Of a more imaginative nature are 
the figurines which were excavated 
from early graves and the small 
animals and caricatures which were 
used for decorative purposes. There 
is a remarkable dragon from the 
Tang Dynasty, caricatured to look 
like a dachshund. 

In connection with the opening 
of the Davis collection the museum 
will also present a showing of 
Chinese ritual bronzes from the 
Loo Galleries which were recently 
shown in Detroit. These are urns 
and temple pieces, some more than 


2000 years old.

Civilians Getting 
Restive Since 
Foggy Season 
Failed to End Air 
Raids. 


By MAJ. AL WILLIAMS 


NE of the greatest disappoint- 

ments of this air war to’ date, 

as far as non-combatants are 
concerned, is the continuation of 
bombings despite fogs, rains and 
bad weather. Both belligerent gov- 
ernments as much as promised or 
held out the hope to their civilians 
that the equinoctial season, with 
concomitant bad* flying weather, 
would stop the bombs. But rain or 
no rain, fog or no fog, the bomb- 
ings and air raids continue. ' 


There’s no question but that the 
civilians on both sides are begin- 
ning to exhibit uneasiness, tending 
even toward resentment against 
those who failed to provide for such 
a war against non-combatants. Too 
much emphasis cannot be laid 
upon the decisive factor of public 
reaction to these widespread and 
continuous bombing raids. It 
makes little difference whether 
only 10 houses or buildings are de- 
stroyed in each raid. What does 
work disastrously on public morale 
is the air raid warning itself, and 
the extra routine things the civilian 
must do with the sounding of an 
alarm. 


Even the layman knows of the 
tremendous and intensive efforts 
exerted by all military and naval 
authorities toward the preserva- 
tion of morale. It’s much harder to 
break the morale of a well-fed man 
than of one who is short of food 
and the necessities of life. The 
body and its physical well-being, 
after all, is of predominant im- 
portance. Well fed and well housed 
troops are necessarily of higher 
morale and are possessed of high- 
er resistance than those working 
on iron rations and left to find 
their own protection against the 
weather. 


Routine Broken Up. 


In addition to the obvious re- 
quirements, physical well-being is 
a matter of normal routine. Break 
that routine, of so many hours 
sleep, sO many hours work, and so 
many hours of recreation, and 
morale begins to crumble. The 
starvation sea blockade maintained 
by the British in the last war final- 
ly broke the morale of Germany. 
The fighting men in the trenches 
may have had enough to exist on; 
but when those men in the trenches 
discovered that their loved ones 
back home were short of food the 
morale cracked. 


In this war, it is assumed the 
people on both sides are getting 
enough food. Even with ration 
cards, they’re getting enough to 
continue the war. But this air war 
business is getting under the skins 
of these men and women whose 
resistance never has been stiffened 
by military training nor backed up

Low Prices,y High 
Production, 
Reasonable Taxes 


‘More Vital Than 
Battles.’ 


By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


N this war preparation our ad- 

ministration is facing a colos- 

sal job. I think it got off to a 
bad start, but fairness and candor 
compel me to say that it seems 
now to be getting into its stride. 
It will succeed. It’s got to suc- 
ceed. 


Having had intensive experience 
in some vital aspects of a previous 
effort, I feel competent to com- 
ment on a few things—and not 
from theory. I think I see prac- 
tices advocated that I would have 
used had I been in a more respon- 
sible position. ¢ 


A case in point is selective serv- 
ice, which not only successfully 
followed the World War model but 
made the improvements and 
Gpanges then learned. : 


“Recently this column has been 
harping on the means we found to 
control inflation in 1918. Most of 
it occurred before we got into the 
war. Our controls did at least de- 
lay it. Consider the prices of iron 
and steel. On the basis of an in- 
dex figure of 64:7 in 1915, they had 
risen to 170 in April, 1917. Before 
our controls clicked they went to 
230.02 in July, 1917. By November 
of 1917 they were 143.7... 


Production and Prices. 


Almost more important than 
winning battles are low prices and 
increased production. This insures 
not only ample military supplies, 
it means also civilian welfare. It 
certainly gives tolerable living con- 
ditions and avoids the burder of 
fantastical debt after the war and 
havoc of a crazy inflationary boom, 
and an inevitable bust and unend- 
ing years of disastrous depres- 
sion. 


I have discussed war inflation 
and its cures. Now I want to talk 
about a kindred subject upon which 
I have merely touched—taxation. 
It is the fashion now to say: “Pile 
on the taxes. What we need now is 
confiscatory taxes, especially on 
profits.” For excess and profiteer- 
ing gains, yes. But on ordinary 
profits, new investments for in- 
creasing production or on living 
costs it would be a blunder. Our 
authorities must see and act on this 
principle. 


On Raising Revenue. 

What we need is not merely more 
taxes, but more revenue and more 
production. Revenue is mostly a 


sum in multiplication—“total pro- 
duction, profits and sales multiplied 
‘by whatever percentage of taxes 
you assess on them.” Revenue at 
any given tax rate will surely rise 
as you increase production, profits’ 
and sales. It may not rise at all 
if you increase the percentage of 
taxes. It is more likely to fall and 
produce the worst evils of war— 
high prices and reduced produc- 
tion, 


For example, a 40 per cent tax 
on 80 billions of national produc- 
tion is 32 billions of revenue, but 
a 32 per cent tax on 100 billions 
produces the same amount. In be- 
tween is no difference in revenue, 
but there is @ terrific difference of 
20 billions in price, production, con- 
sumption and employment. 


Financing Production. 


Excessive taxes produce three re- 
sults as sure as sunrise. They 
reduce total revenue because they 
invariably increase all prices, and 
reduce production and emptoyment,. 
They do the latter for another rea- 
son. Since they must be paid at 
all events, they decrease the incen- 
tive of people to invest to produce. 
We must finance production in 
this war by putting private capital 
to work, or we shall pay for the 
failure to the end of our days. The 
way to keep it from working is 
unreasonably to increase taxes on 
its normal gains. 


Taxes as low as possible, low 
prices, high production, consump- 
tion and employment are the vital 
things to this nation not only for 
today but for generations to come 
—more vital than victories and bat- 


tles. I think this administration is 
on that track.

The ammuni- 
tion is being transported to the 
powerful land batteries on two tall 
headlands overlooking the harbor. 

At a dozen forts and posts in the 
interior, French colonial troops are 
practicing maneuvers intended to 
repel landing parties. 

The 250,000 inhabitants of the 
island are on the verge of revolu- 


tion, but have no arms to rise 
against their rulers. 
The 110 American-made dive 


bombers and pursuit ships, taken 
off the Bearn, are in excellent 
condition. They await only pilots. 


Ceaseless U. S. Patrol. 


On the day I arrived in Mar- 
tinique, an American destroyer was 
patrolling the harbor. That patrol 
was never relaxed, day or night, 
and in addition navy bombers from 
Puerto Rico take a look at Mar- 
tinique—but from a distance — at 
least once each day. 

At St. Lucia, 40 miles away, at 
least six other American destroy- 
ers are constantly based, and some- 
where in the Caribbean, between 
Martinique and the Panama Canal, 
an aircraft carrier keeps a con- 
stant vigil, the French admit. 

The navy has plenty to fear. Two 
weeks ago the German freighter 
Helgoland slipped out of Barran- 
quilla, Colombia. It had on board 
a large number of German aviators, 
mechanics and technicians. 

If the Helgoland slips through 
the navy’s “blockade,” and the Ger- 
man pilots get in the cockpits of 
those planes, Martinique will be 
impregnable to anything except an 
all-out attack by tremendous forces. 
(Editor’s Note: New York ship- 
ping circles have received reports 
that the Helgoland had been cor- 
nered and sunk in the Carribbean 
by British warships.) 

While Admiral Robert, the mili- 
tary director of Martinique, would 
make no official statement, French 
officers told me privately that they 
are confident they can successfully 
defend the island. One of them 
said succinctly: “The United States 
will not take. Martinique—because 
it. cannot.” 


4000 in Armed Forces. 


On Martinique now are between 
4000 and 6000 French soldiers and 
sailors, all of them loyal to Vichy 
—some through fear, some merely 
because they are soldiers who obey 
orders. 

Admiral Robert’s staff has quietly 
eliminated the malcontents from 
his forces. They were 125 marines 
who were not completely trusted, 
and they were shipped off to Casa- 
blanca, French Morocco, aboard the 
liner Cuba. 

No one in a position to know will 
say whether the Cuba also carried 
away a part of the $240,000,000 in 
gold cached in the dungeons of one 
of the ancient forts high on a hill 
over the city. There are people in 
Fort de France who say that in 
the moonlight they saw sailors car- 
rying small, heavy boxes aboard 
the liner before it sailed.

Admiral Greenslade 
twice has visited Martinique for 
conferences with Admiral Robert 
and this week reassuring communi- 
ques have been issued to indicate 
a friendly understanding with the 
United States. 


Critical Food Shortage. 


Ironically, with its quarter bil- 
lion in gold on the island, and with 
French gold in the United States, 
Martinique is as close to starvation 
as can be an island where tropical 
fruits grow in lush abundance. 
When I left there was only 10 days’ 
supply of flour on Martinique, and 
the islanders were short of prac- 
tically every necessary from med- 
icines to clothing. The shops have 
been stripped, the exchange is 
chaotic, and the fishermen cannot 
even buy twine to mend their nets. 

Last week, however, the Vichy 
government released $186,000 of its 
funds in the United States for Mar- 
tinique. It will be used to buy flour 
and codfish. 

Two thousand of Admiral Rob- 
ert’s sailors are Bretons, and their 
homes and families are in occupied 
France—a fact they have never 
been allowed to forget. For the 
Nazis have their men in Mar- 
tinique. 

How many Gestapo agents are op- 
erating in the French colony I 
don’t know. One resident told me 
he could pick out 130. A French of- 
ficer said there were none. 

But when the steamer Charles 
Dreyfuss arrived from Casablanca 
it brought 80 “Poles and Czechs” 
who, it was said, had been serving 
with the French army. Some of 
them put up at Le Grand Hotel 
de la Paix, after which most of 
them seemed to vanish. 


People Discontented. 


It was a month ago that the 
French Colonial government abol- 
ished the Martinique General Coun- 
cil—which had represented the peo- 
ple of the colony—and put all au- 
thority in the hands of Admiral 
Robert and Gov. Henri Bressolles, 
who have as their advisers a few 
wealthy planters and bankers with 
large estates in France. Naturally, 
they do all that Vichy says—or 
their estates would be forfeited. 

But while I was in Martinique 
I talked to many people, particu- 
larly the small business men. They 
have no more stomach for the 
French rule that has reduced the 
island to indescribable poverty and 
squalor, and now has taken away 
their individual freedom. 

It is not that they are for De 
Gaulle. They want no more of 
Europe. They want to be a part 
of the Americas. They either want 
independence, or they want to 
come under the trusteeship of the 
Pan-American nations under the 
Havana convention; or they want

Perhaps the world will find out 
some day just what the weather 
men prophesied and the extent to 
which the German plans were 
based on these prophecies. Mean- 
while, however, this much at least 
is sure: 

Generally speaking, the weather 
has been far from superlatively 
good for flying, ever since the at- 
tack on London began the night of 
Sept. 6-7, and it has been growing 
steadily worse. Unfavorable flying 
conditions have been specifically re- 
ported in German high command 
communiques on no fewer than 
eight days this month, Bad weather 
has hampered the R. A. F. at least 
as much as it has the German air 
force, and possibly even more. 
Weather is necessarily more of a 
nuisance, however, to the air,force 
that has the initiative and is on 
the offensive. It has made more of 
a difference to the German plan of 
campaign than it has to the British 
because—if for no other reason— 
the Germans had a more far-reach- 
ing plan of operations and were in 
a position to do more about it— 
weather permitting. 

Once before; the weather did 
much to save England. It probably 
cannot do as much this time 
against Reichsmarshal Hermann 
Goering’s air fleet as it did against 
the seaborne armada of Philip II. 
But it has at least helped give Eng- 
land a desperately needed breathing 
spell.

Eliminator on Ashley Street Stack Uses 
Electrical Charge to Sift Out Soft 
Coal Solids in Smoke. 


Two huge boilers placed in serv- 
ice last week at the Ashley street 
plant of Union Electric Co. of Mis- 


souri, at a cost of $1,656,000, have 
a single tall chimney equipped 
with a smoke elimination device 
expected virtually to wipe out the 
smoke by which this station has 
been marked in the past. 
The smoke and other gases are 
passed through the two units of 
the eliminator, which are placed 
on the roof on either side of the 
stack. Each unit measures 21 by 
30 feet, by nine feet high. The 
device, simple in construction, con- 
sists of a series of vertical steel 
plates, carrying high-voltage elec- 
tric wires. By electrical action, 
solids in the smoke are forced to 
adhere to the sides of the plates 
carrying negative charges. 
Joggled mechanically, the plates 
steadily shed their accumulation of 
fly ash and soot, which is dropped 
into a hopper, for disposal along 
with the boiler ashes. A company 
spokesman said the eliminator was 
rated as 92 per cent efficient, re- 
moving all but microscopic par- 
ticles. The residue is somewhat 
like ashes in appearance, but most 
of its bulk is a fine, white powder, 
representing the fly ash. Fly ash 
has been a notable nuisance from 
various industrial chimneys. 
Gases escaping from the Ashley 
street stack are described by the 
spokesman as a steam-like vapor, 
not polluting the atmosphere. 
Soft Coal Ground Up. 
Mine-run Illinois soft coal is 
used. It is put through a breaker 
in the plant yard, which reduces 
the maximum sizes to a range of 
i% to 1% inches. The supply is 
elevated to bunkers at the top of 
the boiler units, from which it 
drops to pulverizers, where it is 
ground finer than talcum powder. 
Fan blasts blow the ground fuel 
into the fireboxes. The object is to 
produce the greatest heating effi- 
ciency, In this form the coal burns 
in a manner similar to gas. 
The single big smokestack re- 
places two old ones, while the 
twin boiler units take the place of 
14 old, smaller boilers, in capacity. 
In addition, two other boilers were 
removed to make room for equip- 
ment. The new boilers are large 
enough to produce steam for the 
company’s downtown central heat- 
ing system, at peak load. 
When weather does not require 
peak capacity for heating, the 
steam will be used partly to op- 
erate turbines for generation of 
electricity. The same steam is not 
used for both functions. 


Eighteen old boilers, served by 
six old stacks, are left in place.

Hastelund, connected with the 
plant, who has been building vari- 
ous sorts of models as a hobby for 
years, constructed large models of 
both the old and new equipment.

Army Has Placed Contracts 


for More Than 71 Per 
Cent of Materials Speci- 


fied by Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
The Army already has placed 
orders for more than 71 per cent 


of the planes, tanks, barracks, sup- 


plies and other war material for 
which Congress has provided funds, 


an official compilation showed to- 
day. 


In round figures, War Depart- 
ment contracts awarded since July 
1 for purposes other than the 
Army’s ordinary maintenance ex- 
penses have passed a total of $4,- 


500,000,000. 


The navy’s latest total is $4,- 
187,941,695. For all defense pur- 
poses, more than 10 of the 16 bil- 
lions voted by Congress to rein- 


force defenses have been obligated. 


For the army, nearly 6000 new 


tanks are in process of manufac- 

ture, or plants and machinery are 

being constructed to build them. 
Orders for 25,000 Planes. 

Aircraft manufacturers have 
orders for all of a scheduled 18,641 
army combat and training planes. 
The navy has contracted for about 
7000 aircraft. 

Work is under way on 26 powder 
mills, shell loading plants, aircraft 
factories and other munitions fa- 
cilities to cost more than $750,000,- 
000. 
Orders have been scattered 
among manufacturers for uni- 
forms, blankets and other equip- 
ment for 2,000,000 men. 

All but 10 per cent of the bar- 
racks and other housing for the 
expanding land forces are to be 
ready by the year’s end, unless 
army schedules are upset. Thirty- 
one major camps are being built, 
aside from many smaller places 
to house and train the million and 
a half soldiers expected to be in 
uniform by next June. 

Delivery Dates Secret. 

Prospective delivery dates for 
most items are kept secret. It is 
expected to be next summer be- 
fore production will reach anything 
like full speed. 

Two billion dollars more re- 
mains for army materiajs, includ- 
ing new munitions plants. It will 
probably be obligated this year. 

There is a possibility, however, 
that substantial orders may be de- 
layed and spaced, officials said, to 
avoid adding to the backlog of 
manufacturers some of whom are 
operating 24 hours a day.

his slaps on their backs, and then 
voted for Donnell. . 


McDaniel Never in Doubt. 

It does not appear ever to have 
occurred to McDaniel that there 
was any doubt about his election or 
that President Roosevelt would 
carry the State by a >‘tremendous 
plurality. The President had won 
in 1936 by more than 410,000, and 
notwithstanding the fact that Lloyd 
Stark, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor, ran nearly 65,000 votes 
behind the President, he was elect- 
ed bya big plurality. It had hap- 
pened before, so it would happen 
again, 

McDaniel went through the cam- 
paign, speaking three or four times 
a day, and answering the speech 
Wendell Willkie had delivered the 
night before. He never entered 
deeply into discussions of State af- 
fairs. He told his jokes and in- 
variably “made a big hit with the 
audience.” Friends and strangers 
alike called him Larry. It seemed 
he couldn’t lose. 

All this time Donnell was making 
his campaign in a dignified way. 
He had no stock of funny stories. 
He was a good mixer, nothing 
high-hat about him, but nobody ex- 
cept his most intimate friends 
thought of:calling him Forrest. 


Donnell’s Speeches. 

In every speech he discussed 
some problem of government, 
something that would be an .offi- 
cial problem of the Governor. His 
speeches were rather dry, some- 
body remarking during the cam- 
paign that they might be quota- 
tions from a text book on civil 
government, but they appeared to 
be things people wanted to hear. 

Aside from promising a business- 
like, clean administration, and the 
appointment of no man to office 
whom he did not believe to be 
honest and capable, Donnell made 
no promises that he would increase 
old-age pensions, increase relief 
payments, or anything else that 
might be expected to attract the 
support of definite groups. He 
said he would study the adminis- 
tration of Social Security and other 
departments and would do all in 
his power to correct mistakes 
which had been made, and to pro- 
vide efficient administration and, 
as nearly as possible, adequate 
pension and relief payments.

Incidentally, Wolgast was one 
of the worst offenders in the 
matter of fouls to hold cham- 
pionship honors.

Committee for Intellectual Freedom 
Says No Charges Were Made 
and No Open Hearings Permitted. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 16 (AP).—

mocracy and Intellectual Freedom 
released today an open letter to

Economical produc- 
tion of alcohol is a leading prob- 
lem for chemists. A future not too 
remote is foreseen, with the ex- 
haustion of petroleum reserves, in 
which alcohol will be the princi- 
pal competitor against replace- 
ment or fuels obtained from 
shale “rock, the hydrogenation 
of coal and synthetic compounds 
derived from natural and artificial 
gases. 


Major Shift in Fats. 


A major shift of recent years 
has occurred in domestic use of 
oils and fats of vegetable origin 
instead of lard and butter. Out of 
nine billion pounds of oils and fats 
consumed during 1938 in this coun- 
try, 3,750,000,000 pounds were de- 
rived from cottonseed, soybean, 
corn and peanuts. Lard consump- 
tion fell from 2700 million pounds 
in 1923 to 1200 million pounds at 
present. Cottonseed oil is exceeded 
in consumption only by lard and 
butter. The peanut, favored as a 
replacement plant on cotton acre- 
age, supplied eight million pounds 
of oil in 1934 and 98 million pounds 
in 1935. 


The expansion of the soybean in 
the United States, according to the 
Department of Agriculture, “is 
probably unparalleled anywhere in 
agricultural history.” Domestic 
production of soybean oil rose from 
2,000,000 pounds in 1924 to a pros- 
pect of 400,000,000 pounds in 1940. 
The cultivation of the soybean has 
been thoroughly mechanized. This 
is not true of cottonseed and pea- 
nuts, Inventors are laboring to re- 
duce costs and increase volume in 
processing them for oil. In the 
meantime, it is predicted that the 
soybean will continue its triumphant 
advance for years to come. These 
vegetable oils are used principally 
to make shortening and oleomar- 
garine. 

Soybean meal is an element of 
growing importance in the industry

WO of the great propaganda machines 
T now operating in this country, one 

against the other—the William Allen 
White Committee to Defend America by 
Aiding the -Allies and the America First 
Committee—have already been discussed in 
these columns. Each of these private agencies 
is endeavoring, through. the creation and 
mobilization of public sentiment, to persuade 
the Government to adopt a particular line of 
action. Far more powerful in the field of 
propaganda than the White Committee or its 
competitor, or than any other private group 
that could be imagined, is the Government 
itself. 

This is true in the very nature of things. 
Any Government seeks by the acts and words 
of its officials to’ win public favor for its 
policies. It identifies its perpetuation in of.- 
fice with the public interest and claims that 
the fact of its election gives it a mandate 
to promote public understanding and accept- 
ance of its program. 


Increasing Compulsion 
For Government to ‘Sell’ Itself. 


The stronger and more centralized the Gov- 
ernment, the greater the amount of propa- 
ganda it will pour out. For with centraliza- 
tion come new complexities and new func- 
tions, and, with these, an increasing com- 
pulsion on the Government, from its point of 
view, to “‘sell” itself and its measures to the 
people. 

Another form of compulsion arises from 
the outside—from the newspapers, as repre- 
sented by their correspondents at Washing- 
ton. Properly, in the public interest, the 
newspapers demand the day-by-day story of 
the multifarious activities of the Government 
departments. Without the press officers of 
the departments, or the information chiefs, 
or the educational officers, or whatever they 
may be called, this story could never be 
gathered save by the increase of the Wash- 
ington newspaper corps to prohibitive size. 

The necessity of publicity activities as a 
function of modern government must be con- 
ceded. 
can be no public without full publicity in re- 
spect to all consequences which concern it. 
Whatever obstructs and restricts publicity, 
limits and distorts thinking on social affairs.” 
To attack government publicity in and of it- 
self, as many unthinkingly do, is to miss the 
real point in which the citizen should be 
interested. That point concerns the. ever- 
present possibility of abuses in the handing 
out of official information and of ‘“crack- 
downs’”’ by the Government to bring the priv- 
ate purveyors of information into line with 
its views. 

Here is a subject which defies objective 
analysis. There are too many imponderables 
involved, there is too fundamental a disagree- 
ment as to the proper boundaries of govern- 
mental action. 


On. the one hand there is the opinion typi-

fied by a statement in a recent private news 
letter from Washington, to the effect that 
the present Government has a network of 
publicity agents which not only co-ordinates 
all news policies but exercises a “‘kid-glove”’ 
pressure on news writers, radio commentat- 
ors, broadcasting systems and the movies, to 
see that they put out only the “true truth’”’ 
about the administration. Or there is the 
recent statement by Grove Patterson, editor 
of the Toledo Blade, reflecting the expressed 
fears of many publishers, that the public is 
being “conditioned” by the propaganda of 
the New Deal ‘“‘to accept the abolition’ of a 
free press. 

On the other hand, there is the denial by 
New Deal officials that pressure is applied, 
directly or indirectly, to bring about suppres- 
sion or distortion of the news, and there is 
abundant testimony from working newspaper 
men similar to that of the Scripps-Howard 
columnist, Raymond Giapper (‘friendly to 
Willkie in the recent campaign), that how- 
ever much Mr. Roosevelt may dislike the 
general run of newspapers and newspaper 
publishers, “‘he has kept the news sources at 
Washington much more open than has some- 
times been the case in past administrations. 
Working newspaper men have had little com- 
plaint about that.” 


Comprehenhive Study 
Made by James L. McCamy. 


A comprehensive study of the workings of 
the Government publicity machine was made 
in 1937 and 1938 by James L. McCamy, pro- 
fessor of government at Bennington College, 
and published by the University of Chicago 
Press last year. McCamy.is now an assistant 
to the Secretary of Agriculture. He found 
that, short of falsification, the inevitable one- 
sidedness of government publicity “is not a 
damning practice in the present condition of 
informing citizens by competitive publicity 
from numerous sources. The publicists of 
other interests and opposition parties can be 
on the job to keep government publicists 
from dominating the field.’’ 

This, as it seems to the writer from a con- 
siderable experience in Washington, is a 
sound conclusion. It should be added that a 
duty rests on the newspapers to sift the 
wheat from the chaff of government press 
releases, and to check for accuracy any ques- 
tionable statement from a government 
source. If there is an over-plus of published 
government news, or if that news is biased, 
the fault is more with the newspapers than 
with the-Government. They have the correc- 


tive power in their own hands.

Barring 
accident, Japan, under the “Amer- 
ican-minded” Matsuoka, will fight 
if—and only if—cornered. Should 
you wish to know what is going to 
happen in the Pacific, look to see 
how close Washington's acts ac- 
tually come to catching Japan in a 
cul-de-sac. Acts, I repeat—not 
feeling or talk. 

Ways to Stop Japan. 

Until sea and air fleets reinforce 
the inadequate British and Dutch 
forces in Singapore and the East 
Indies, Japan is, of course, not 
stopped at all. To equip free China 
is an easy way to keep most of 
Japan’s army occupied. But it 
leaves Japan’s fleet quite free. Em- 
bargo on our oil and metals is an 
annoyance to Japan but indecisive 
so long as more and more Dutch 
East Indies raw materials are di- 
verted from British empire trade 
and home defense to Japan. 


The logical plays to check Japan 
are Dutch East Indies stoppage 
of supplies to Japan. ... Grant- 
ed that the lines are drawn across 
the South Pacific in such manner 
as to add the Dutch East Indies 
(and behind them, Australasia) to 
the American-protected portion of 
Pacific Asia, must Japan either 
fight us or give up empire build- 
ing? 

Matsuoka has an alternate route 
of eapansion, one that we have 
overlooked—that we may even find 
it desirable to make a policy of 
overlooking. Hence his confidence. 
Japan, as well as China, has a 
“Burma Road,” leading’ straight 
across Siam to the Indian Ocean. 


porters by officials of the Government, then 
of course “crack-downs” occur—they are 
bound to occur—in the relationship of re- 
porters to the Government. Even so, these 
“crack-downs’’ are comparatively rare, and 
they are more likely than not to heighten the 
critical attitude of the reporter. 


A case in point was the denial by the 
President of a New York Times story last 
year to the effect that ne had sought at one 
time a mid-ocean conference with Hitler and 
Mussolini. A sharp letter went from Stephen 
T. Early, the secretary to the President in 
charge of press relations, to Arthur Krock, 
author of the story and the head of the 
Times bureau in Washington. Krock was 
chided for not having attempted to verify his 
story at the White House. He retorted that 
he was convinced of the reliability of his 
sources of information, and that, anyway, the 
Times in the past had sought verification of 
important news reports at the White House 
—reports later proved to be true—only to 
have them denied. Certainly the passage at 
arms between the White “Nouse and Mr. 
Krock has not intimidated him in his quest 
for the ‘‘inside’’ news of Washington. 


The hostile attitude of Secretary of the In- 
tcrior Harold L. Ickes toward a large number 
of newspaper columnists is well known. He 
pulled no punches in the chapter, “‘Column- 
ists and Calumnists’”’ in his recent book on 
the press, “America’s House of Lords.” But 
no one would say that Mr. Ickes’ strictures 
have diminishec newspaper criticism of him- 
self or the New Deal. 


Japanese Buddhism. 


At its end lies a Mongol popula- 
tion unreconciled to white rule, 
whose rebellious leaders are now 
in prisons of the British raj—a 
fanatic Buddhist population whose 
religious leaders have in recent 
years been drawing renewed life 
from Japanese ‘Buddhism. At Ran-

Unquestionably Some 
Displays of Excess Zeal. 


Unquestionably, press agents for the Gov- 
ernment display now and then an excess of 
zeal in promoting the work of their depart- 
ments or the personal fortunes of their su- 
periors. Here again the newspapers can ap- 
ply the corrective. There have been no re- 
cent instances; so far as this writer has been 
able to find, of any absolute distortions of 
fact in a Government press release. Arthur 
Krock, a frequent critic of Government pub- 
licists, has testified, as quoted in McCamy’s 
book: “Able newspaper men are in charge 
of every department and agency. The press 
sheets are of great value, and rarely has 
any statement been disproved in fact. News- 
paper bureaus in Washington could not, for 
example, have covered the multifarious open 
activities of the NRA code authorities with- 
out using the NRA press department as an 
auxiliary. There are not enough reporters 
in Washington to keep any one newspaper

American Empire of the Pacific, 


for goods delivered, not an order 
for future deliveries. With entry to 
Indo-China granted by Hitler, Mus- 
solini and Laval, Japan followed the 
spirit-crushing strategy worked out 
by the Nazis; that of treacherously 
and violently smashing the forces 
of an already surrendered govern- 
ment. Matsuoka rightly reckoned 
that there was little likelihood of 
American intervention to save 
French possessions in Asia, despite 
Cordell Hull’s declarations about 
status quo. 


Indo-China, a land larger than 
France, with half as large a popu- 
lation, is now Japan’s. The ab- 
sorption is proceeding even more 
rapidly than did the absorption of 
Manchuria. The next step—on eith- 
er the Burma Road or the Singa- 
pore Road—is Siam. Japan’s pene- 
tration follows the French railway 
southward 250 miles along the high- 
dry coast, then cuts southwest- 
ward through an almost sea-level 
pass to junction with the Siamese 
State Railways. A connecting rail- 
way, purposely left unbuilt by the 
Pind who wished to keep their 
exploited colony safely isolated, is 
already being finished by experi- 
enced Japanese railway engineers. 


Siamese Railway. 


The Siamese state railway sys- 
tem, rescued during the last World 
War from division between German 
and English interests, unified and 
mhodernized by go-getting, Oxford- 
educated, Rotary Club-founding 
Siamese Prince Kam Pang Pet of 
Purchatra, waits to carry the Jap- 
anese to the Bay of Bengal. Its 
southern branch hits this arm of 
the Indian Ocean at Kra Isthmus, 
directly across the Gulf of Siam 
from Bangkok, nearly 900 miles 
north of Singapore. A 200-mile ex- 
tension of its northern branch 
would connect it with the Burmese- 
Indian railways between Rangoon 
and Mandalay—this, however, is in 
mountain country. 


Thus Japan can reach England’s 
elnpire—and the terminal docks of 
China’s Burma Road—in a region 
which is yet beyond all expecta- 
tion, and probably is beyond all 
prospect, of American help. For no 
American leader has yet proposed 
an Indian Ocean navy in addition 
to a two-ocean (plus Dutch Indian- 
Australasian) navy. Rail transport 
paralleled over most of its length by 
metaled highways, will serve Japan 
for initial penetration during Eng- 
land’s hour of desperate defense at 
home,

HE cartoon Friday, showing indus- 

try hiding behind patriotism in an 
effort to break down wage and hour 
standards, was very pertinent. The same 
day, the Post-Dispatch carried a want ad 
for carpenters who would work six days 
a week. 

A thoroughly experienced carpenter, I 
answered the ad. This is what I learned: 

The company holds a large contract to 
build a plant at Government expense. It 
pays good wages. I was immediately of- 
fered a job, as my experience is excel- 
lent. Then came a physical examination, 
and I was rejected for a very slight de- 
fect that has not been questioned since 
I was discharged from the army in 1918. 

It is well known in building circles 
that most experienced mechanics are 
over 40 and any group of men above that 
age are sure to show certain physical de- 
fects. This does not offset their superior 
experience. 

This company and all others can cre- 
ate a very great shortage of building 
mechanics and justify long hours on this 
basis by merely holding to the rigid 
physical examinations they have institut- 
ed during the years of the depression. 

There are 10,000 experienced building 
mechanics in St. Louis who are either out 
of work or are holding jobs taken as 
emergency employment during bad years. 

There is no excuse for a six-day week 
until these men have been employed. 
Artificial shortages created by unreason- 
able examinations should not be used to 
break down wage and hour standards.

Every tick of the clock reminds him 
that, on Jan. 20 next, when he has taken the oath of 
office, he will have attained a position no,other 
American has occupied. He will be the first third- 
term President in the magisterial succession. He 
justified his candidacy by the thunder and lightning 
of events, by his knowledge of the appalling cir- 
cumstances that daze mankind as gleaned from his 
coign of vantage, by his superior equipment to guide 
his country through the ordeal and safeguard the 
national interests against shattering consequences. 

The American people indorsed his estimate of his 
training for this tremendous responsibility. That 
the American people must and will hold him to full 
accountability may not be questioned. Anything less 
were a grave and possibly fatal default on the peo- 
ple’s part. Mr. Roosevelt must justify the anti-tradi- 
tional extension of his presidential tenure, or be con- 
victed in that court of posterity from which there is 
no appeal. 

It is a terrifying trusteeship which Mr. Roosevelt 
will presently undertake. No mariner, whatever his 
skill or navigating experience, can chart in advance 
his course through unknown seas. That voice of con- 
science to which he responded in his acceptance of 
the nomination will ring unceasingly throughout the 
entire term. It is ringing now. It is filing certain 
precise and obvious demands. And that voice of 
conscience is reinforted by the stern chorus of an 
exacting public opinion. 

First of all, the customs and expedients of partisan 
political practice, to which Presidents must needs 
conform, have all been voided. Not in amiable the- 
ory but in absolute truth, Mr. Roosevelt must cast 
aside his titular party leadership and enter unre- 
servedly into his covenant with the people as the 
people’s President. In the organization of his ad- 
ministration, with which he must already be gravely 
concerned, there can be no friends to reward, no 
enemies to punish, no party purposes to serve. His 
every obligation is epitomized in one word— 
America. 

The country is now engaged in an epochal pro- 
gram of military preparedness for which billions 
have been appropriated with a popular enthusiasm 
that approaches a crusading fervor. This decision 
to defend our institutions against the forces of a 
dark and dead philosophy is even now a historic ulti- 
matum. Fundamentally, it is an industrial enterprise 
for which America has demonstrated genius. It 
must be done superlatively. The _administrative, 
managerial and scientific ability so to do it is abund- 
antly ours. Its success will be a characteristic 
achievement, with honors enough for all. 

The “American way of life” is a phrase that won a 
popular currency in the late campaign, but it is an 
aspiration bitterly mocked and derided by the sar- 
donic circumstances of unemployment. To that prob- 
lem, President Roosevelt has given unsparingly of 
his own resources and those of many advisers, with 
disappointingly meager results. A solution must 
be found, and the finding may not be too long de- 
layed. The times are issuing a command to Mr. 
Roosevelt to listen attentively and receptively to the 
plans economic and industrial experience may ad- 
vance for providing permanent jobs for the jobless.

INVESTIGATE THE STRAW POLLS? 
As if the presidential polls didn’t have enough 
trouble explaining things after the election, Sen- 
ator McKellar of Tennessee wants to call them up 
on the carpet for a Senate investigation. Probably 
the poll-takers themselves just now are doing some 
rigid investigating into their straw-vote technique, 
but that is scarcely a matter that concerns the Gov- 
ernment, 
The polis stand or fall on their accuracy. Most of 
them came close to the general national vote percent- 
ages, but were far from the mark in predicting the 
electoral vote. In future campaigns, they will prob- 
ably be viewed as interesting surveys of opinion 
rather than as dependable barometers. Some ob- 
servers have feared a “bandwagon psychology” would 
result from poll reports, but this didn’t happen. So 
it would seem the country is safe from whatever 
malign influences the polls are supposed to exert. 
The Senate is pretty busy, and there are many 
more pressing problems than polls to investigate. 
Mr. McKellar can save the country some money and 
his colleagues some labor by forgetting about his pro- 
posed inquiry.

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HIGH TIME TO BRING THE WRIGHT PLANE HOME. 


Hundreds of high-powered modern airplanes are 
being shipped from the United States to England. 
It would now be highly fitting that one frail and 
obsolete plane be sent from England to the United 
States—the Wright brothers’ original craft, in which 
the historic first flight of Dec. 17, 1903, was .made. 
The old plane was sent to the British Science 
Museum in London in 1928 by Orville Wright, after 
the Smithsonian Institution had stubbornly refused 
to give proper recognition to the pioneer aviators’ 
As Maj. Al Williams pointed out the 
other day, the danger of a bomb being dropped. on the 
London museum adds another reason to the many 
for restoring this product of American genius to 
its homeland. 

The controversy in which the Smithsonian en- 
gaged was a most unseemly one.

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 16.—Ar- 
gentina is nearly ready to swap 
armies again. The process seems 
strange to North Americans, who 
think in terms of a standing army 
of professional soldiers—for even 
with conscription, the professionals 
will be the backbone of the United 
States Army. 

Here swapping is literal, how 
ever, for the conscripts are Ar- 
gentina’s entire army. It is really 
a national militia. Only the offi- 
cers and noncoms are profession- 
als. 

The change is an annual process, 
with one group of conscripts re- 
turning to civil life after a year’s 
training and another group putting 
on uniforms for 12 months of serv- 
ice. 

The change is heralded by the 
end of the month-long scattered 
annual year-end maneuvers, most of 
which have been finished, and 


~

in the western mountain regions. 

The 37,000 citizens who fill the 
army ranks today, and 3000 who 
have served two years in the navy, 
become civilians again, subject to 
call, at the end of a year. The class 
of 1940, men born in 1919 was called 
to register in September. Those 
selected for service will report for 
duty Jan. 2. 

Size Unknown. 

No one knows how large Argen- 
tina's army will be next year. The 
conscription system supplies a force 
as big as the authorities deem nec- 
essary. Over the last 10 years an 
average of 111,000 men have regis- 
tered for service. Exemptions, phys- 
ical disability and luck have ex- 
cused some and left an average of 


. 27,000 for the army. The number 


called has béen increased in the 
last three years, and the classes 
supply around 50,000 who could be 
put into service. 

When the class of 1939, which 
supplied today’s forces, was called 
up, 113,130 registered. The call to 
service is by lot. The army and 
navy first decide how many men 
they need, and after exemptions for 
physical and other reasons, the re- 
maining numbers go into the 
lottery. Those holding high num- 
bers go into the navy for a two- 
year term. The holders of low 
numbers do not have to s-rve. The 
rest go to the army. Of the 1939 
class, 3989 drew naval assignments, 
37,376 were incorporated into ‘the 
army, 23,652 drew low numbers 
and the rest were ~~cused because 
of poor health, dependents and for 
other reasons. 

Nine Months’ Training. 

Army conscripts receive nine 
months of training and test their 
new knowledge in the year-end 
maneuvers, which start in October 
and last about two weeks for each 
group. They return to civil life 
then, and for another nine years be- 
long to the “active” army or per- 
manent first-line force, passing to 
the National Guard for 10 years 
and then to the Territorial Guard 
for another five. In theory the 
“actives” can be called on for peri- 
odic training, but in practice this 
has not been done. ‘ 

There was some complaint this 
year over the maneuvers, held with 
small forces in separated regions. 
The paper “La Prensa,” for in- 
stance, felt that the reserves should 
have been brought out, both for 
training and to give officers larger 
bodies of men to work with, so that 
campaign conditions could have 
been approximated here as they 
were in large-scale maneuvers in 
Brazil, where an impressive tac- 
tical problem for the defense of the 
city of Sao Paulo was worked out 
in the field. 

The system provides what is rated 
a good army for needs here, how- 
ever. The strength of all ranks is 
about 40,000 officers and men, 
backed by 300,000 trained reserves 
—those who have done their year 
of service, but have not yet com- 
pleted their full term.

Chance to Escape U. 8S. Curb. 

Japan’s escape from interference 
to be run by the United States 
Navy depends upon Japanese use 
of Thailand—the one-time Siam. 
Ironically enough, Siam was the 
first Asiatic nation to make a 
treaty with the United States, way 
back in 1832, and has the steadi- 
est history of unruffled friendship 
with us of any nation on earth. 
We invented extraterritorial juris- 
diction to fit Siam, whose King 
graciously accepted it; we applied 
it later in Japan and China; we 
suggested its gradual abandonment 
in view of Japan’s juridical re- 
forms in 1921. A clever Siamese 
aristocracy maintained the little 
nation’s independence, while Euro- 
pean empire builders were grab- 
bing everything around it, by great 
restraint and “appeasement” in 
face of aggression, plus timely play- 
ing of Britain, France and Ger- 
many against one another. The 
ruling house lost its Shan states 
in the north and its Mohammedan 
sultanates on the Malay Peninsula 
to England; it lost Cambodia and 
the Menam River region to France 
—whose aggressions up to as late 
as 1904 were brutally direct. It 
kept quiet and waited, its day. 
Meantime, Siamese held their heads 
erect; they never learned to cringe 
before booting and caning such 
as white men administered to their 
neighbors. 
Prince Kam Pang Pet’s Chance. 

The first World War gave Prince 
Kam Pang Pet his chance to re- 
cover his railways from German 
control, while benefiting by the 
substantiality and thoroughness of 
German engineering. Scandinavian 
syndicates continue to cut the teak 
and other precious wood forests 
of the north—to the: steady en- 


richment of the Government. The/wih 


chief menace to Siam’s aristocracy 
was the increasing Chinese immi- 
gration. Chinese became one-third 
of the population—the more enter- 
prising third, dominating business 
and the richest agricultural val- 
leys—before a determined effort 
was made to stop the influx and 
make native-born Chinese into 
docile Siamese subjects. 

Siam’s trouble with the Chinese 
Government over this immigration 
issue opened the way for Japan to 
curry favor with ‘the Siamese 
nobles. During the last 20 years 
more and more of these nobles 
have been educated in Japan. 
Many of them maintained summe! 
homes there, a number have 
married Japanese women. A few 
years ago Japanese-supported in- 
King to abdicate. Since then, Brit- 
ish, American and Danish advisers 


could or would stop Japan—even 


who have conducted themselves 
discreetly and obtained dominating 
influence over Siamese Govern- 
ment and commercial circles. Ja- 
pan now takes almost the whole 
of Siam’s tremendous rice export 
—her main export product—Jap- 
anese power trawlers do her fish- 
ing and Japanese engineers direct 
her railroad and road building. 
Japanese officers advise her army. 
Siam, few know, was the first 
Asiatic nation to become air-mind- 
ed. Some Siamese princes at Eng- 
lish schools went into aviation 
along with their English school- 
mates, during the first World War, 
and received the privilege of fight- 
ing with the infant British air 
force. They returned home and 
formed a respectable air corps, 
antedating Japan’s. On Japanese 
advice, Thailand was in the process 
of modernizing its air force with 
the latest American planes when 
President Roosevelt, wakened by 
someone to what was going on, 
stopped at Manila a shipment of 
planes billed to Bangkok. 


Siam Road Wide Open. 

Japan’s Burma road _ through 
Siam is wide open. On the Ran- 
goon estuary are English oil re- 
fineries, which some years ago 
were handling 7,000,000 to 10,000,000 
barrels of crude a year, turning 
out several hundred million gallons 
of refined. Reports are that Bur- 
mese oil is being worked out, but 
there is enough to float the Jap- 
enese empire off the shoals on 
which an American embargo leaves 
it. The Korean-like Burmese peo- 
ple would not care too much. Eng- 
lish business men sponsored a 
Burmese separatist - from - India 
movement years ago, which might 
easily swing to a join-Japan move- 
ment. The Burmese people are fed 
up with the politics and schisms 
of race-different India, to which 
they have been arbitrarily tied by 
Britain. They hate to see 75 per 
cent of the tax revenues of their 
rich country going to bolster the 
deficits of the Delhi Government. 
They resent even more the new 
levies to prosecute a war that in- 
terests them not at all. 

Beyond Burma—not very far— 
lies Calcutta. That’s a story still 
to come. But the prospect inspired 
far-looking Matsuoka to deal with 
Mussolini, for Italy and Japan have 
a long-distance jealousy over In- 
dia. At this writing, Matsuoka is 
studying Washington’s intentions 
toward the Dutch East Indies and 
Singapore. Will Washington put the: 
United States Navy into their pro- 
tection? Or will Uncle Sam permit 
a tactful penetration—perhaps in 
collaboration with native revolu- 
tionary movements? Suppose the 
Sultan of Johore in whose sultan- 
ate lies Singapore naval base, 
should decide to go home and per- 
sonally resume power—since the 
death of his London chorine from 
a bomb has taken .he glamour out 
of an exile imposed by British au- 
thorities. Suppose the Malay sul- 
tans are backed by Siamese royal- 
ty which once claimed suzerainty 
over the Malay states? And Japan 
in turn backs Thailand It is not 
likely that forces out of Singapore

GOVERNMENTAL POLICY 
ON PRICES QUESTIONED 


Monopoly Committee Econo- 
mists Suggest Re-examina- 
tion of Laws. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
Economists of the Monopoly Com- 
mittee suggested today that it 
“might be well for government to 
re-examine its policy with regard 


to laws affecting the system of dis- 
tribution.” 

The statement was made in a re- 
port on price behavior and business 
policy prepared under the super- 
vision of Edward S. Mason, Har- 
vard University professor of eco- 
nomics. 

Commenting that retail prices 
were in general less flexible than 
wholesale prices, the report said 
some governmental activities, such 
as state and Federal fair trade acts, 
had “increased the rigidity of the 
prices of many trade-marked Com- 
modities.” 

The report, which contained no 
specific recommendations, said it 
was evident that “no simple, single 
approach to. prices as such will 
solve the problem of increasing and 
maintaining industrial activity.”

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ANDERSON GIVES 
AIMS IN TRAINING 
FOR CITZENSHP 


Schools Must Develop 
- Right Attitudes, Thought 
for Public Welfare in 
Students, He Says. 


Citizenship education, like other 
forms of character training, is not 
something that can be taught in 
& special class, but must be taught 
every day in all classes, Superin- 
tendent of Instruction Homer W. 
Anderson said in a radio address 
yesterday. 

He spoke on the first broadcast 
of a new series on Station KSD 
sponsored by the public school sys- 
tem. The programs, entitled “Your 
Child and the School,” will be 
heard each Saturday morning at 
10:15 o’clock, 

“We can dramatize the story of 
man’s long struggle for freedom in 
history classes, Anderson said. “We 
can give children practical advice 
on the mechanics of government 
in civics classes. We can put them 
in touch with stacks of reference 
books on all these subjects. But 
these things aloné will not make 
good citizens, 

“Right Attitudes.” 

“Unless we can teach them to 
think clearly so they will under- 
stand the meaning of citizenship, 
unless we can develop in them 
right attitudes, unless we can make 
them well-balanced men and 
women who are willing to put aside 
personal gains, if need be, for the 
general welfare, we shall have 
failed to teach citizenship. At 
least, we shall have failed to teach 
the kind of citizenship that is 
needed in our American Republic. 

“The schools of this country, pub- 
lic and private, will bend to the 
larger task of training for citizen- 
ship today and they will succeed 
in this all-importart work in edu- 
cation,” 

Calls for Views. 

After asking listeners to write 
letters expressing their opinions 
on the subjects discussed, Ander- 
son said: “We hear a great deal 
of talk these days about democ- 
racy, but in some cases democracy 
is preached but not practiced, In 
the St. Louis public schools, we 
are making a sincere effort to have 
democracy in all phases of school 
life—that is, in the relations of 
principals to administrators, of 
teachers to principals, of children 
to teachers. And we also want 
the democratic relations of the pub- 
lic to all branches of the school 
system.” 

If it possibly can be avoided, no 
child, teacher or principal must 
fail, he continued. An effort is be- 
ing made here to broaden high 
school courses to fit the needs of 
all types of childen, he said, add- 
ing, “We are planning to improve 
our guidance services so that chil- 
dren will have the aid of scientif- 
ically-trained teachers to help them 
in the selection of vocations and 
also to help them to better per- 
sonal and social adjustments.” 

Members of a committee of teach- 
ers working on methods of better 
training for citizenship and sev- 
eral parents will be on the program 
next Saturday.

NEW QUOTA TO PERMIT ENTRY 
OF SILVER, BLACK FOX FURS 


Uniform Opening Time Ordered 
For Dec. 2 to Give Importers 
Equal Opportunity. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
A race to import silver or black 
fox furs will begin when a new 
quota permitting the entry of such 
furs will be opened on Dec. 2. 
To give importers on all sections 
of the border, particularly the 
Canadian border, an equal chance 
to bring in some furs under the 
quota, officials ordered uniform 
opening times for all Customs of- 
fices on that day. 

Regardless of local time, the 
Customs offices will all open at 10 
a. m. (St. Louis time). 

The new quotas permit importa- 
tion of 58,300 fur units from Can- 
ada and 41,700 from all other for- 
eign countries in the year begin- 
ning Dec. 2. Not more than 25 per 
cent of these quotas may be filled 
in any one month.

It has cre- 
ated a vast new consumption field 
not only for wood but for cotton 
linters. 

The demand ‘for wood fibers in 
plastics and synthetic textiles, to- 
gether with the interruption of 
pulpwood imports from Sweden and 
Finland, has focused attention on a 
supplement to rural income which 
long ago fell into abeyance—that 
of farm forestry. It is estimated 
that the country’s future require- 
ment of pulpwood may approach 
25,000,000 cords a year, or three and 
a half times the amount used in 
1936. Commercial forests are ex- 
pected to provide 70 per cent, and 
farm woodlands 30 per cent. 

50 to 75 Million Acres. 

By 1950, the department cal- 
culates, from 50,000,000 to 75,000,000 
acres of low-grade lands will be 
abandoned for cultivation and made 
available for reforestation. It is 
pointed out that scientific manage- 
ment has trebled the yield of com- 
mercial woodlands. Indicated“ as 
suitable to forestry operations, par- 
ticularly with regard to cottonwood 
trees, are the bottom and overflow 
lands of the Mississippi Valley 
above the mouth of the Ohio. Even 
in the fertile Corn Belt, it is de- 
clared, there are millions of acres 
for which forestry can be of high 
economic use. 

In the Prairie States farm wood- 
lands are being created where none 
occurred naturally before. Shelter- 
belts have increased from a few 
uncertain plantings in 1935 to ap- 
proximately 162,000,000 trees on 23,- 
000 farms. But nearly 60 per cent 
of the nation’s entire area of farm 
woodland lies in 14 southern states. 
In that region has occurred dur- 
ing recent years a momentous ex- 
pansion of the domestic pulp and 
paper industry. Its pine forests now 
supply about 80 per cent of the 
country’s consumption of brown pa- 
per, and five mills have already 
been planned to furnish pulp for 
conversion into artificial silk and 
book, bond and writing paper. In 
addition to selling timber, the re- 
port advises, the farmer can in- 
crease cash income by logging his 
own trees. Farm forest co-opera- 
tives are active in teaching im- 
proved methods of fire protection 
and management. 

New Uses for Starch. 

In addition to motor fuels, sci- 
ence is developing a crowd of new 
uses for starch, which is stored in 
the tubers of many plants and the 
seeds of cereal grains. It is val- 
uable for making adhesives and for 
sizing textiles and paper, The fact 
that it is easily convertible into 
dextrose, a simple sugar, is the basis 
of the fermentation, glucose syrup 
and corn sugar industries. Large 
quantities of starch are now used 
in tanning, rayon spinning baths, 
tobacco products and the pharma- 
ceutical trade. It is utilized for the 
production of such important chem- 
icals as acetone, butanol and lactic, 
citric and gluconic acids. The chief 
domestic raw materials for starch 
are corn and sweet potatoes. The 
annual yield of the latter is about 
70,000,000 bushels. Experimental 
work for establishing a great sweet 
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starch industry in the United 


potato 
States has been in progress for sev- 


food is declared to offer unpredict- 
able opportunities for the farmer. 
It is reported that grasses contain 
1800 international units of Vitamin 
B-1, or 10 times the amount obtain- 
able from fruits and vegetables. 
Grass and leaves on an equal-weight 
basis are declared to contain 280,000 
international units of Vitamin A, as 
against 1000 units in pota 2000 
in tomatoes and citrus ts and 
12,000 in leafy vegetables. 

Among projects being studied 
is the manufacture of plastics from 
the cactus plant, the development 
of artificial wool from soybeans 
and a method of cracking English 
walnuts by exploding a gas intro- 
duced between shell and kernel. 
Curious new varieties ‘mentioned 
are hull-less oats, a soybean which 
flourishes two weeks longer than 
usual and a popcorn cross with 29 
per cent greater popping volume, 


Development of Hybrid Corn. 
The most brilliant triumph of the 
plant technologist in this country 
has been the development of hybrid 
corn, distinguished by increased 
productiveness and greater resist- 
ance to insects and disease. Its use 
spread from 40,000 acres in 1933 
to 24,000,000 acres in 1939, with a 
present increase of 100,000,000 bush- 
els a year, and a promised one of 
100,000,000 bushels more by 1960. 
But plant hybrids either disinte- 
grate after the first generation, as 
in the case of corn and cotton, or 
prove sterile, as in the case of to- 
bacco. At this point science inter- 
venes with a powerful new drug, 
colchinine, ‘extracted from the 
seeds of meadow saffron, a wild 
plant found in Asia and Europe. 
It is said to have the property of 
doubling the chromosomes in germ 
cells, so that fertile and true-breed- 
ing hybrids are obtainable. 
Through this agency, breeders 
hope to create hardy and produc- 
tive cross-strains of many species, 
including berries and fruits. 


Tractor for 100-Acre Unit. 


When the mechanization of agri- 
culture began, the general expecta- 
tion was that an era of factory 
farming, with mass production on 
a large scale, was impending. But 
invention in the last few years has 
made practicable a 100-acre motor- 
ized unit. This was accomplished 
through the contrivance of a mid- 
get tractor and a baby combine. 
The former is a light, fast and low- 
cost machine with balloon rubber 
tires instead of steel caterpillars. 
The latter, operated by one man, 
cuts a swathe from 40 inches to 
six feet wide; it harvests and 
threshes grass seeds, soybeans and 
small grain crops like wheat, oats, 
barley and rye. It is driven by a 
power takeoff from a tractor. With- 
in a few years, these machines 
threaten to drive the horse, the 
mule and the farmhand from their 
last refuge, the small homestead. 

“In an old story,” the report be- 
gins, “a boy had a magic porridge 
mill that he could not stop. His 
whole village was choked with the 
gruel. The situation he faced re- 
sembles the problems we get from 
new machines, improved plants, ad- 
vanced processes and better ani- 
mals.” The study, entitled “Tech- 
nology on the Farm,” was prepared 
by the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics of the Department of Agri- 
culture, with the assistance of an 
interbureau committee representing 
a dozen pertinent branches of the 
department.

MILK MARKETING PROGRAM 
IN ST. LOUIS AREA CHANGED 


Amended System, Altering Basis 
for Determining Minimum Prices, 
in Effect Dec. 1. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
An amended Federal program reg- 
ulating the handling of milk in the 
St. Louis marketing area will go 
into effect Dec. 1 under an order 
issued today by the Department 

of Agriculture. 

The amended program changes 
the basis of determining the mini- 
mum producer price of milk. The 
present program fixed a flat price 
of $2.24 per hundredweight for 
Class 1 milk. 

Under the amended program, if 
the average price of 92-score butter 
at Chicago falls within the 28-31 
cent average price range, the class 
one minimum price would be $2.44 
during December through Febru- 
ary, $2.34 for March through June, 
and $2.54 for July through Novem- 
ber. With each rise or fall of 3 
cents in the butter price range, 
the corresponding class one price 
for each season would increase or 
decrease 10 cents per hundred- 
weight. Recent: prices of 92-score 
butter at Chicago have been with- 
in the 28-31 cent range. The pro- 
gram also will increase the price 
for class two, or surplus, milk 10 
cents per hundredweight for July 
through November. 

The amended program was ap- 
proved by producers supplying the 
St. Louis market, in a recent ref- 
erendum. ;

“Car Square 
Village,” using the name of a small 
adjoining city park, was chosen 
for the undertaking for 658 Negro 
families, bounded by Wash, Biddle, 
O’Falion, Fifteenth and Eighteenth 
streets.

about Dec. 10, bids opened about 


Jan. 15 and a contract probably 
awarded before February. About 
14 months will be allowed for con- 
struction. The contract will include 
wrecking of the old structures. 

For Clinton-Peabody Terrace, ad- 
vertisements will be issued about 
Jan. 15, bids opened about Feb. 15 
and a contract awarded by March. 
A year will be required for con- 
struction. Forty per cent of the 
old structures on this site have 
been razed and the remainder will 
be down by mid-January. 

Total Cost $7,763,000. 

Costs, including land, develop- 
ment and construction, are esti- 
mated by the Authority at $3, 
875,000 for Clinton-Peabody Term 
race and $3,888,000 for Car Square 
Village, a total of $7,763,000. 
A resolution adopted by the Au- 
thority last week said: “Carr 
Square has long been associated 
with the life of early St. Louis, 
and in the minds of thousands of 
St. Louisans is representative of the 
era surrounding it. William C. Carr, 
donor * Carr Square, is known 
and revered as a distinguished civ- 
ic leader and philanthropist of his 
day, whose generosity added much 
to the economic and social life of 
St. Louis.

Perpetuates Schools’ Names. 

The Clinton-Peabody title per- 
petuates the names of the old Clin- 
ton School, 1109 Grattan, and the 
old Peabody School, 1606 South 
Eighteenth street. They were 
named, respectively, in honor of 
Vice-President George Clinton 
(1739-1812) and George Peabody, 
philanthropist (1795-1869).

To understand Mellett’s action, 
one needs to know that he is a 
zealot in the New Deal cause and 
that, having long been in news- 
paper work at the capital before he 
went into the Government service, 
he is on free-and-easy terms with 
the Washington newspaper report- 
ers. The consensus of Mellett’s for- 
mer colleagues doubtless would be 
that he was excessively tactless in 
his criticism of Lewis, but that the 
incident could hardly be taken as 
evidence of a sinister design against 
freedom of speech, Mellett says that 
he was simply blowing off steam 
in his private capacity.

Friendly With Radio Men. 

Uniformly, the relations of the 
President and the broadcasting 
companies have been extremely 
friendly—a fact not to be won- 
dered at, so far as the President is 
concerned, in view of the effective 
use that the President is able to 
make of the air waves. Whereas 
the President has gone out of his 
way to criticise the press—specifi- 
cally the publishers of newspapers 
—he has on numerous occasions 
said a good word for radio. 
“There has never been anything 
resembling a crack-down on our 
system by the White House in this 
administration,” Frank M. Russell, 
vice-president of the National 
Broadcasting Co. in charge of. its 
Washington office, told the writer. 
“Now and then’ minor officials 
sound off, but their attitude is not 
reflected in the White House. The 
industry gets along much more 
smoothly under this administration 
than it did under President Hoo- 
ver.” 
All the broadcasting systems ex- 
press gratitude to the President 
and Early for the manner in which 
presidential broadcasts are now ar- 
ranged. Under Hoover, it was the 
rule for the Whité House, when the 
President wanted time, to call up 
the companies and say flatly that 
he intended to speak at a particular 
hour. Whatever the commercial 
programs scheduled for that hour, 
they had to be displaced. Under 
the present practice, according to 
the local managers, they are called 
into conference with Early and a 
time is fixed that will cause the 
companies the least possible loss of 
revenue. . 

Radio Free-Time Policy. 

Far more difficult are the prob- 
lems created by the companies’ pol- 
icy of granting free time (except 
for broadcasts in connection with a 
political campaign) at the request 
of any Senator or Representative. 
When Huey Long was in the Sen- 
ate, he had the companies at their 
wits’ ends to meet his incessant de- 
mands for radio time. Today the 
champion users of time are Repre- 
sentative Hamilton Fish (Rep.), 
New York; Senator Rush Holt 
(Dem.), West Virginia; Representa- 
tive Emanuel Celler (Dem.), New 
York, and Representative Martin 
Dies (Dem.), Texas. The company 
managers have learned how to do a 
little scientific stalling with these 
men and yet keep them satisfied. 
Happily for the broadcasting com- 
panies—and no doubt also for lis- 
tening public—there are only a few 
members of the House and Senate 
who, avail themselves of the priv- 
ilege of putting their views on the 
air. 
What has been said here suggests 
that if there is any danger to the 
public from the Government pub- 
licity system, it is not from the sup- 
pression of news, either by the 
newspapers or by the radio, but 
from the constant pressure of the 
Government, through its numerous 
press agents under various titles, 
to get material favorable to the 
Government into the papers and 
the movies and on the air. As the 
Government grows, this pressure 
constantly increases. Here again 
it is impossible to be dogmatic—to 
say, for example, how much money 
the Government should spend on 
publicity, or to what extent it 
should assist the newspapers in 
getting the news, or, in many cases, 
whether a Government handout, to 
the press, radio or movies, is legiti- 
mate “publicity” or “propaganda” 
for a cause. If there is misuse of 
the executive power in any of these 
respects, or others, the remedy is 
in the hands, first, of Congress, 
which holds the purse strings, and, 
second, of the private agencies 
concerned. None of is com-

ou 

Fear of Possible Reprisals. 

But clearly the second of these 
corrective measures may be inef- 
fectual through fear on the part of 
a private agency of offending a

The broadcasting companies ap- 

pear to have achieved a strength 
and prestige which enables them to 
deal independently with any re- 
quests of the Government for time. 
The Government programs they are 
running or have run, say the man- 
agers, have been put on the air for 
their intrinsic value as educational 
features. Perhaps the best known 
of these is the National Farm and 
Home Hour of the Department of 
Agriculture, which has been car- 
ried daily over the blue network of 
the N. B. C. since 1929. The Office 
of Education and the Federal 
Housing Administration are among 
other Government agencies whose 
programs have been carried on the 
national chains and have won pub- 
lic favor. 
It is the small local station, 
without the benefit of a national 
hook-up, that is. most likely to put 
on a Government program through 
fear of jeopardizing the license 
which the F. C. C. has granted it 
to serve the “public interest, con- 
venience and necessity.” With 
these words in mind, a _ station 
owner receiving script from a Gov- 
ernment agency with a request for 
its use is likely, if he has the time 
available, to resolve any doubts in 
favor of the Government. Or it 
may be that he will have no hesi- 
tation, but will find the script a 
useful filler on a dull day, like the 
“boiler plate” of the hard-pressed 
country editor. 


Well-Grounded Complaint. 

There is well-grounded complaint 
in the radio industry against the 
present personnel of the F. C. C., 
but the testimony of responsible 
private radio officials in Washing- 
ton is unanimously to the effect 
that while licenses have been 
granted for political reasons tinder 
both Democratic and Republican 
administrations, no station has ever 
been cut off the air without good 
cause, for reasons outside of poli- 
tics. With the court appeals avail- 
able to stations that may fall foul 
of the F. C. C., it’s a long and dif- 
ficult job, in any case, to get a 
station off the air. The bill of 
health here given the F. C. C. on 
the score of cancellation of licenses 
is on the authority of strong critics 
of the commission who are earn- 
estly hoping for its reorganization 
in the near future. 

What these critics fear, for the 
future, is some “fanatical” med- 
dling by the commission with 
program content. To date the in- 
dustry has been able to checkmate 
all moves, or seeming moves, in 
that direction. It remains, how- 
ever, on the alert. 

As for the news and features put 
out by the broadcasting systems, 
Harry C. Butcher, the local Co- 
lumbia manager, sums the matter 
up in this wise: “Of course the 
administration in power gets the 
news ‘breaks,’ just as it does on 
the front pages of the newspapers. 
That is because the administration 
is creating the news. But the 
scales are held even on controver- 
Sial issues through a balancing of 
time.” 

Butcher seconded the testimony 
of Russell, of the NBC, that the 
present Government had not at- 
tempted coercion of the broadcast- 
ing systems, and noted with grati- 
fication that the final executive 
order by which the President re- 
cently created a Defense Communi- 
cations Board, to study the role of 
radio in the event of war, provided 


for no control over radio programs. 
The board under this order has 
power to make plans qnly with re- 
spect to physical radio facilities. 
If war comes, some form of censor- 
ship,. over both press and radio, 
will be inevitable, but it is the con- 
fident belief of the radio managers 
in Washington that this will be 
worked out on a voluntary basis. 
Lowell Mellett a Power. 
Reference has been made to 
Lowell Mellett. There is no doubt 
he is a power in the Government— 
one of the half dozen men closest 
to the President—and will be a 
greater power in the event of war. 
A newspaper man for many years, 
in St. Louis among other places, 
he broke with his chief, Roy W. 
Howard, in 1937, after 16 years as 
editor of the Washington Daily 
News, of the Scripps-Howard chain. 
Recognizing in Mellett a crusading 
New Dealer, the President took 
him into the Government soon 
thereafter as the director of the 
National Emergency Council. The 
work of this council was absorbed 
by Government reorganization into 
the office of Government Reports, 
directly attached to the presiden- 
tial office. Mellett continued as 
director, and lately he became one 
of the President’s administrative 
assistants. Evidences have been 
given of a growing disposition on 
the part of the President to be 
guided by Mellett’s advice on the 
publicity activities of the Gov- 
ernment and its relations, in gen- 
eral, with the press, radio and mo- 
vies. 
The Office of Government Re- 
ports assists Federal field agencies, 
seeks to prevent overlapping of 
their functions and makes sugges- 
tions to state officers regarding 
local legislation which the Govern- 
ment desires to have passed in or- 
der to supplement Federal laws. 
Regional offices are maintained 
throughout the country and from 
these come releases to the press on 
the work of the Government 
agencies. The central office dis- 
penses information, on request, to 
members of Congress of all parties, 
and runs an elaborate press clip- 
ping service for the benefit of the 
Government departments and 
agencies. 
Widespfead Influence. 
Mellett’s widespread influence 
throughout the Government, partly 
through the dozen or so men placed 
in the departments as publicity 
agents on his recommendation, is 
unquestionable, but to picture him 
as a potential Goebbels, as some 
‘critics of the administration have 
done, is preposterously wide of the 
mark. 
If war comes, and a Federal in- 
formation agency on the order of 
the Creel board in the last war is 
created, it seems altogether likely 
that Mellett will be named ‘as its 
head. 
An elaborate survey of the output 
and costs of the Federal publicity 
services was made in 1936-37 by 
the Brookings Institution, acting 
as a research agency for a special 
Senate committee (the Byrd com- 
mittee) inquiring into the organi- 
zation of the executive branch of 
the Government. It was found that 
in the fiscal year 1936, 146 persons 
were engaged in Government pub- 
licity work on a full-time and 124 
on a part-time basis. The commit- 
tee estimated that a total of $521,- 
000 was paid out in salaries during 
the year to persons engaged solely 
in publicity work or persons a part 
of whose time was allocated to that 


purpose. im addition, salaries to- 
taling $81,000 were paid to persons 
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who were employed partly on pub- 
licity work but whose time could 
not be allocated. Salaries of $5000 
a year and over were being paid 
to 26 full-time and 21 part-time pub- 
licity employes. 

It was estimated that in the 
three-month period July-Septem- 
ber, 1936, Federal agencies pre- 
pared 4794 news releases and is- 
sued a total of 7,139,457 copies. 
These releases went to 2,280,963 
persons whoge names appeared on 
3004 mailing lists. 

Typical Three-Day Period. 

In a typical three-day period this 
year the Washington bureau of the 
Post-Dispatch received 219 pieces 
of Federal publicity in the mails, 
or an average of 73 pieces a day. 
The largest volume in this period 
came from the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, with 50 news and 
miscellaneous releases. It might 
be added that the amount of Fed- 
eral publicity received by the bu- 
reau in the course of a year is 
practically equalled by that from 
private sources. . 

The Government Printing Office, 
largest printing plant in the world, 
with 5500 employes and an annual 
budget of around $20,000,000, turns 
out about 70 periodicals for the 
executive agencies. The circula- 
tion of these ranges from 200 to 
200,000. 

Attention is called in the Byrd 
report to the Government’s grow- 
ing use of the radio and motion 
pictures as publicity media. The 
committee estimated an annual ex- 
penditure of more than $200,000 for 
motion pictures and about $150,000 
for radio activities, chiefly the 
preparation of radio programs and 
the manufacture of electrical tran- 
scripts. The committee could not 
find that the Government had spent 
any money for the purchase of 
radio time. 

Some 500 Federally sponsored 
motion picture films were found to 
be available for distribution, more 
than 300 of which were produced 
in the extension service of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. This agen- 
cy makes and distributes films for 
16 bureaus and offices within the 
department, as well as for other 
Government agencies. 

Government Movies. 
Widely known among Government 
films are “The Plow That Broke 
the Plains,” dealing with misuse of 
Western lands and the resulting 


1935, E. Pendleton Herring, of the 


dust storms, and “The River,” 
which has to do with water erosion 
and floods. Both these films were 
directed by Pare Lorentz.. They 
received high praise from critics. 
Total cost of “The Plow” was $40,- 
113. 

Congress.from time to time has 
imposed restraints on administra- 
tive publicity. Thus, in 1913, a law 
was enacted prohibiting the use of 
Federal funds for the employment 


of “publicity experts” unless such| P°* 


funds were specifically earmarked 
by Congress for that purpose. This 
law grew out of an announcement 
by the Civil Service Commission 
that it purposed to hold a competi- 
tive examination for the position of 
“publicity expert” in the office of 
public roads, Department of Agri- 
culture, Offering. a prohibitive 
measure in the House, Representa- 
tive Gillett (Rep.), Massachusetts, 
said it would be contrary to public 
policy to permit the employment of 
a press agent “to extol and exploit 
the virtues of this department.” 

The passage of the 1913 law, 
which remains on the books, re- 
sulted in the employment of pub- 
licity men under such titles as “Di- 
rector of Information,” “Chief Edu- 
cational Officer,” “Chief, Division 
of Information and Education,” 
and so on. McCamy in his study of 
Government publicity found that a 
more elusive consequence of the 
ban was the disguising of publicity 
in record-keeping, 
titles of its practitioners are sub- 
tle.” He added: “Some offices pro- 
fess to do no more than ‘educate’ 
the public; others dispense only ‘in- 
formation’; and some admit to pro- 
moting a program. A clear-cut-line 
between these various facets of pub- 
lic relations cannot be drawn pub- 
licly while the statute enforces 
evasion. Nor can budgeting and 
accounting be recorded in open 
terms of publicity.” 

E. P. Herring’s Conclusion. 

In a study of “Official Publicity 

Under the New Deal,” published in 


“even as the 


Department of Government at Har- 
vard University, reached the con- 
clusion that administrative public- 
ity cannot and should not be abol- 
ished. But he added that the mi- 
nority party should seek to offset 
this with organized counter-prop- 
aganda. “Those critical of the ad- 


“should have facilities for reaching 
the public, comparable in quality 
though not in size to those enjoyed 
by the party in power. 
takes and abuses of the adminis- 
tration as well as the achievements 
and triumphs should be galled 
strikingly to general attention. Co- 
ordinated criticism might ultimate- 
ly lead to the presentation of a 
clear alternative and a construc- 
tive program on the part of the op- 
ition.” 

Work of this sort, which Herring 
apparently would expand, is regu- 
larly done by the National Com- 
mittee of the party out of power. 
Charles Michelson’s publicity activ- 
ity after 1928, for the Democratic 
Committee, was a large factor in 
throwing control of the House to 
the Democrats in 1930, in the mid- 
dle of the Hoover administration, 
and undoubtedly contributed also 
to the defeat of Hoover two years 
later. Within the last few years 
the Republicans have taken a leaf 
from the Michelson book and built 
up an efficient between-campaigns 
propaganda office at Washington 
under their publicity director, 
Franklyn Waltman. — 

As for the Government publicity 
services, it is unlikely they will 
be diminished, under this or. any 
succeeding administration. Some 
of their output, as we have seen, is 
clearly educational; some is clear- 
ly propagandist. The citizen is 
likely to’ approve or disapprove the 
latter in accordance with his atti- 
tude toward the party in power. 
For whether a piece of propaganda 
is a reprehensible effort to con- 
fuse the public, or a justified effort 
to enlighten the public, is all in the 
point of view.

AVOCADO WITH LOBSTER

One-half peeled avocado pear per 
person; one pound boiled fresh lob- 
ster cut in edible pieces; shredded 
lettuce; water cress; sauce.

One cup mayonnaise; one-half 
cup chili gauce; one-third cup 
highly seasoned French dressing;

"Take 10 Minutes a Day 


To Improve Your Figure’

ON’T keep putting off the day 
D of starting those exercises to 

shape up your figure. Set 
aside just 10 minutes a day for 
your exercises—that’s not much 
to pay for better figure lines. But 
it is enough time to really improve 
your figure, if you keep at it, 

Most girls’ trouble with exer- 
cising is that they do them conscien- 
tiously for two or three days and 
then stop because they “don’t have 
time.” 

Well, you should find time for 
exercises, for let me tell you that 
they help. And most of us waste 
many more than 10 minutes a day. 

The average woman’s figure is 
flabby-muscled to some extent and 
its lines are losing that trimness 
that seems to come natural to very 
young girls. Judicious exercise 
stimulates lazy muscles and makes 
the figure more shapely. Abdom- 
inal muscleg are made stronger; 
waistline and back muscles are 
trained to do a better job of keep- 
ing the trunk trim and straight.

One pint heavy cream, five egg 
yolks, beaten, three tablespoons of 
granulated sugar, brown sugar.

Cook until 
thick and pour in baking dish 
and let stand until set. Place 
in refrigerator. When cold sprinkle 
thickly with brown sugar and 
place under broiler until sugar 
melts. Return to refrigerator until 
ready to serve. Just before serving 
sprinkle again with brown sugar 
and again place under broiler until 
sugar melts. (Custard should be 
cold and sugar hot and crusted.)

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HERE hasn't been much 

game-playing in the game 

room of the Arthur B. Baer 
home, 9425 Ladue road, for several 
months. The ping-pong tables are 
pushed aside, and the card tables, 
though in plain’ view, are covered 
with boxes, and jars, and bottles 
of herbs. Mrs. Baer, and hep 
friend, Mrs. James A. Weaver, 38 
Picardy lane, are fast on their 
way to becoming herb merchants, 
proprietors of an herb shop where 
they will sell the products of their 
Own gardens and ingenuity. 


“All this began with a hobby,” 


Mrs. Baer told us as we examined 
the temporary herb workroom. 
“Mr. Weaver and I have both 
been interested in herbs for sev- 
eral years. My own interest goes 
back eight or nine years, and I’ve 
made a collection of books on 
herbs. We were interested in 
growing them, in the various 
kinds, and their uses. We've both 
done a lot of research and study- 
ing on the subject, and last sum- 
mer we got the idea we'd like to 
do something with herbs.” 


The result is the Herb Shop 
to open Nov. 22, the day after 
Thanksgiving, at Stix, Baer & 
Fuller, where Arthur B. Baer is 
president. 


“The shop will operate until 
Christmas when we hope to have 
all our wares’ sold,” Mrs. Baer said 
laughingly. “We thought we would 
give the net proceeds to some 
charity, and we finally decided 
on Bundles for Britain. 


“Since we didn’t start this until 
the first of July we’ve had to work 
fast. We've had groups of volun- 
teers, six at a time, come out to 
help us every week. We had 
them out to lunch and made a sort 
of holiday of it.” 


All the wares to be sold in the 
Herb Shop represent personal han- 
diwork, with emphasis on the work. 
Both Mrs. Baer and Mrs. Weaver 
are members of the Ladue Garden 
Club, and the herbs came from 
their own gardens, 


“We grew most of them ourselves 
and dried them ourselves,” Mrs. 
Baer explained, “and then put them 
into jars and bottles. We have 700 
bottles of them, and we made over 
30 gallons of rose leaves. We 
didn’t have a cut rose from the 
garden for our house for two 
months. This is the rose garden,” 
she led us to the window overlook- 
ing rows of rose bushes, “and there 
are some herbs growing around the 
sun dial back there, and an acre 
of herbs in the back.” 

Still more herbs had been brought 
into the Baer greenhouse behind 
the house, we saw. Apple mint and 
marjoram and rosemary, and other 
herbs whose names are as pleasant 
as their scent. 

“Herbs must be harvested during 
July and August,” Mrs. Baer went 
on, “early in the morning when the 
oils are most pungent. First they 
are washed, then taken and tied in 
bunches, then dried. We _ dried 
them in the drying shed on rafters 
and wire frames, to make for an 
undercurrent and overcurrent of 
air. They should be dried rapidly 
so they keep their color. We're 
rather proud of the green color 
of ours. When dried they’re cut 
down, the leaves stripped from the 
fagots, and then crushed. 

“We had to experiment when it

Cahokia Courthouse at Cahokia, 
Ill, built in the 1700s and a fine 
exemple of the French Colonial 
style. 

Bolduc House at Ste. Genevieve, 
built *by a French Canadian trader. 
In the attic are large hewn Norman 
roof and a solid log ceiling. 

Harrington Log House, on the old 
St. Louis-Ste. Genevieve road near 
Pevely. It was built around 1800 
and is an example of an Anglo- 
American log house. 

Price Brick Building, also in Ste. 
Genevieve, built by a Kentuckian 
about 1805. It is said to be the 
oldest brick house in Missouri.

is the most pretentious Greek Re- 
vival example now standing in Mis- 
souri. 

Greystone, near Pevely, built in 
the 18508 in the Gothic Revival 
style on the high bluffs above the 
Mississippi.

“Limerick’s Folly” near Lexing- 
ton, Mo., in the Italianate fashion. 

Shaw Town House, part 
of Shaw's Garden, a fine example 
of Italianate style. 


ET’S begin to figure out how 
L many meals we can get out of 
the Thanksgiving turkey if 
there’s any left, and the family not 
too large. On Saturday, provided 
there hasn’t been a raid on the 
icebox beforehand for choice mor- 
sels of the bird, and granting that 
there is a respectable amount of 
meat left on the frame, bring the 
bird to the table and carve it cold. 
Serve entirely different vegetables 
with the cold turkey than you 
served at. the Thanksgiving dinner. 
Or eliminate serving vegetables and 
serve a large bowl of mixed salad. 
The cold sliced turkey and salad 
idea requires little preparation and 
will appeal to the housewife who 
has spent the greater part of 
Thanksgiving day in the kitchen. 
Or for dinner on Sunday what 
could be more delicious than a real 
turkey hash, with chopped green 
peppers, pimentos and mushrooms 


all mixed in a rich cream sauce? 
And don’t forget to add a little 
sherry to the sauce. 


Sounds good, 
what? Now what’s left of the old 
bird? The carcass, of course, and 
this means a good pot of soup to 
be served at another meal. 

Simply break the carcass in 


pieces for the soup pot, add the

But there.seems to 
be no good reason why Northern 
homemakers shouldn't learn to 
make it just as well as anyone 
else—in fact many of them have, 
and today's recipe is a Northern 
recipe for this Southern specialty. 
Remember to serve your cornbread 
piping hot, with plenty of butter, 
if you want it to be properly ap- 
preciated. 


Cornbread 

One and one-half cups yellow 
cornmeal, one-half cup sifted all- 
purpose flour, one-fourth cup sugar, 
three-fourths teaspoon soda, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, one and one- 
half teaspoons baking powder, two 
eggs, beaten; one and one-fourth 
cups buttermilk, two tablespoons 
bacon fat, melted. 


Combine dry ingredients and sift 
together twice. Combine beaten 
eggs with buttermilk and bacon fat, 
and add-all at once to the sifted 
dry ingredients; mix lightly until 
just combined, not smooth. Pour 
into a greased nine-inch square pan 
which has been heated in the hot 
oven until piping hot. Bake in a 
hot oven (450 degrees) for 20 min- 
utes, until golden brown. (If an 
even browner, harder undercrust 
is desired, bake the cornbread in 
an iron skillet instead of a baking 
pan; don’t forget to have the pan 
preheated.) Serves five.

Similarly the projection of the 
sound in the theater calls for the 
new “Fantasound” units, devised 
by the R. C. A. Co. and which has 
to be installed in whatever theater 
the new film is shown. 

Only one of these sound units is 
now in existence and it has been 
installed in the Broadway Theater, 
New York. A second unit is being 
completed for a Hollywood theater. 
A showing of the film in St. Louis 
and other American cities will de- 
pend, therefore, on the availability 
of these or other units. 
The idea for the “Fantasia” is 
said to have sprung up in the mind 
of Disney during a conversation 
with Stokowski in Hollywood sev- 
eral years ago. Actual work was 
begun in the summer of 1939 when 
Stokowski and the Philadelphia 
Orchestra recorded more than 430,- 
000 feet of music in the presence 
of Disney and his staff, with mem- 
bers of the latter co-operating 
actively. 

From the description of this re- 
cording process it is obvious that 
it is a method which goes far be- 
yond anything yet attempted in a 
commercial production, however 
ambitious. The film which cap- 
tured the sound of the 103 musi- 
cians in the Philadelphia Academy 
of Music was divided into several 
channels, one for the higher strings, 
another for the lower strings and 
harps, another for the woodwinds 
and so on into a number of cate- 
gories including a channel for the 
whole orchestra. Presumably the 
projecting machine will reproduce 
the sound from all channels mixed 
together thus providing a compos- 
ite tone of a depth and texture 
hitherto unknown.

Pastor Hall’ Somewhat Less 
Fearful Than American Films 


By Colvin McPherson 


HEN it comes to making propaganda pictures, painting the Nazis 
darker even than dark brown, Hollywood can show our friends, 
the British, a few tricks. This is a conclusion based on seeing 
“Pastor Hall,” the British film which has arrived at the Hollywood 
Theater, on St. Charles street. | 


Here is an impressive film drama derived, to a great extent, from the 
career of the Rev. Martin Niemoeller, unyielding foe of the Nazis in 
their homeland. It has been developed skillfully and comes to a stern, 
challenging climax that sets the pulses racing. Pastor Hall’s last ser- 
mon from his pulpit has rarely been surpassed for its inspiration and 
its pathos and as he marches out to his death to the strains of Martin 
Lather’s “A Mighty Fortress Is Our God,” the impact of the whole film 
goes forcibly home. 


But it is still a propaganda picture. It still has an>ax to grind. 
And the surprising thing, the curious thing is that the British seem 
far less excited about Nazi oppression than we do. After all, we have 
had some experience in depfcting the ruthlessness of Hitler’s legions, 
in “The Mortal Storm,” “Four Sons,” “The Man I Married,” “Foreign 
Correspondent,” “The Great Dictator” and “Escape,” a forthcoming 
opus that is a real hair-raiser. 


But American producers know one kind of Nazis, apparently, and 
the British know another. Our Teutonic villains are cut on the pat- 
tern of Eric von Stroheim or, more recently, Lionel Royce. Stern, mili- 
tary Prussians they are, with saber scars and close-cropped haircuts. 
They have pronounced German accents, indeed most of them were born 
fin Germany, and occasionally they toss in a phrase or two of real 
Deutschsprechen that clinches conviction. 


It takes some time, therefore, to get used to the Oxford-educated 
Nazis of “Pastor Hall.” They use precise English, they have demo- 
cratic ideas now and then, and one brown-shirt boy actually says to 
another, “If you don’t mind, old fellow.” Who ever heard of that kind 


of a Nazi? 

The great burden of conviction falls, therefore, on Wilfrid Lawson, 
who plays Pastor Hall, on Sir Seymour Hicks, as an old General, and 
on Nova Pilbeam, England’s Deanna Durbin, who has grown up since 
we saw her last. 


Even Lawson’s characteristics as a pastor are universal, rather than 
national. Good-natured, smiling, wisely tolerant yet seriously concerned 
with the problems of his congregation, he offers the kind of weak re- 
sistance to oppression that somehow works miracles. It is difficult to 
describe but it is often encountered in conscientious ministers of all 
faiths. When he says, “The truth is strong. Honesty and faith are 
strong. My weapons are the weapons of God,” you know he means it 
and that he is conscious of the reservoir of courage that history has 
accumulated for those same convictions. 


“Pastor Hall” has its moments of cruelty, its quotations from Nazi 
@ogma, its exciting escape from concentration camp and notable bit 
performances on several occasions. In every way, it is worth seeing. 


Presentation in this céuntry is under the management of James 
Roosevelt. Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt delivers a verbal introduction 
to the film, one which is not fully effective, from a cinematic stand- 
point, since the speaker has to read a lengthy speech and keeps shift- 
ing her eyes away from the audience.

HE reguler display of Hollywood effort about town this week 

resolves itself largely into hurdle-jumping by some of the better 

known domestic actresses. For example, Bette Davis at the :Am- 
bassador follows the evil ways of Katharine Cornell and Jeanne Eagels 
in “The Letter.” At Loew’s, Judy Garland plays sweetheart, wife and 
mother, plus a deathbed scene, without tripping her pretty toe even 
once. Latest to arrive, as of Friday, is Marjorie Rambeau as that 
popular fiction character, Tugboat Annie, creation of Norman Reilly 
Raine. 


In “Tugboat Annie Sails Again,” at the Fox, Miss Rambeau has 
the rough voice and independent bearing that Annie should have. 
Her makeup is excellent, the sagging sweater and battered hat seem 
to fit her. And Miss Rambeau long ago has had enough experience 
that her acting is always a very thorough job. She knows her way 
about, in drawing room or on the docks. Here was a great oppor- 
tunity, perhaps as great as that of the late Marie Dressler in “Anna 
Christie.” 


That something delightful is not realized is hardly Miss Rambeau’s 
fault. The dialogue sounds as if it were written for a gaslight melo- 
drama and the story has little more complexity than a set-to between 
Popeye and Bluto. 


“Glamour For Sale,” the second cinema item at the Fox, ex- 
poses the horrible racket that goes on in the escort business. Now 
the girls from the Lady Middleton Club are all right and the enter- 
‘prise, while run for. profit, is free of scandal. Let all husbands and 
free spenders be warned, however, against the Companion Club. That 
outfit deals in blackmail. Warning really need not be given, however, 
thanks to Anita Louise and Roger Pryor. They gather the evidence 
that puts the Companion Club out of business. 


In the Fox stage show, which is introduced by Johnny Perkins, 
with stale and soiled jokes, are three outstanding acts—Martels and 
Mignon, an excellent adagio unit, the Four Sidneys, doing gymnastics 
on bicycles and unicycles, and Buster West and Lucille Page, assorted 
nonsense, 


Recalling the arrivals of Thursday, it may be repeated that the 
performance of Miss Davis in “The Letter” is altogether praiseworthy. 
She has, it is almost unnecessary to state, the fine intelligence to ap- 
preciate how Leslie Crosbie, the Englishwoman who has killed her 
lover, feels about the whole thing. Leslie, of course, is undone by the 
fact that she has written an indiscreet missive to the deceased and 
despite her acquittal in court, her husband learns the truth. 


In the original W. Somerset Maugham play, Leslie was allowed to 
live and go free, chained to a man she didn’t love. Her lawyer's 
words to her, in the final scene of the play, were, “But you've had 
the courage and strength to do evil; perhaps you will have the courage 
and strength to do good. That will be your retribution.”

‘wood. The all-powerful Code says that crime shall not go unpunished. 
So at the close of “The Letter” this time, Leslie wanders out into the 
garden.

Then a native policeman comes along and arrests 
the Chinese woman and her companion. Hollywood is twice avenged.

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Hollywood Slips Up 
In Making Pictures 


HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Nov. 16 
(AP) 


HE movie industry is hard at 

work cultivating South Amer- 

ica, but there are growing indi- 
cations that the process is not pro- 
ceeding too smoothly. 

Increased interest in the Latin 
market is two-fold. The movies 
hope to spread good will and 
thereby help along the drive for 
better hemisphere understanding. 
In return, it’s hoped that some of 
the revenue which vanished with 
the European war may be regained. 

But apparently the biggest major 
effort to date to stimulate South 
American interest has missed its 
mark. Reports filtering back indi- 
cate that “Down Argentine Way” 
—which American critics agreed is 
an entertaining musical—will be no 
help at all in South America unless 
extensive changes are made in the 
picture as released in this country. 
Studio sources, incidentally, say 
some alterations are under consid- 
eration. 

The Buenos Aires correspondent 
of a Hollywood trade paper called 
the film “entirely unsuitable for 
South American release,” and went 
on:

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N EACH. of 120 farms in the neighborhood of Dwight, Nebraska, there is 
a special plot of ground. It is called “God's Acre.” It is blessed by a 
priest, prayed for and tended with extra care. And when harvest time 
comes, the corn it produces is donated to the parish school, St. Mary's, to help 
- pay off the school debt. ; 

The parish is that of the Church of the Assumption; whose pastor is the 
‘Rev. Benedict B. Bauer of the Order of St. Benedict. Most of the parishioners 
are Catholics of Bohemian birth or ancestry: St. Mary’s School, a combined 
grammar and high school, was built in 1921 at a cost of about $120,000; half 
of which was subscribed. Hard times followed, and it became difficult even 
to pay the interest on the school debt. Two years ago Father Bauer devised 
the "God's Acre” plan, which aims first to take care of the interest and 
eventually to wipe out the principal of the debt. 7 

On “God's Acre Day,” set by the priest, the farmers take the yield from 
their special acres—more if they can spare it—to the church, where religious 
ceremonies are held, the corn is put in cribs and the rest of the day is spent 
in festivity. The corn is sold at auction, and last fall, when the first “God's 
Acre Day” was observed, it brought several cents above the market price, 
the receipts being $875.
